HISTORICAL 


ADAM   FREDERICK  GUTELIUS. 

The  first  of  the  name  of  which  we  have  any  record, 
was  a  Frenchman  and  was  educated  lor  an  army  surgeon, 
by  the  government  under  which  he  lived. 

He  was  the  father  of  John  Peter  Gutelius,  who  was 
the   first  GUTELIUS,   to  set  his   feet   on  American  soil. 

The  date  of  his  birth,  death  and  history  of  his  life, 
other  than   that  of   the   above   is   unknown. 

The  descendants  of  Adam  Frederick  Gutelius  cover 
a  period  of  about  225  years  and  comprises  eight  genera- 
tions. 


JOHN     PETER    GUTELIUS. 

Son  of  Adam  Frederick  Gutelius,  was  born  in 
France,  in  the  year  ITOS  and  died  at  Manheim,  Penn- 
sylvania, September  :i!>th,  1773,  age  65  years.  He  came 
to  the  I'nited  States  at  an  early,  to  us.  an  unknown 
date,  but  tradition  says,  that  he  sailed  from  Rotterdam, 
Holland  on  ship  Nancy,  (Thomas  Compton,  Master).  He 
qualified  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  August  aist,  1750.  Accord- 
ing to  tradition  'tis  said  that  be  was  a  physician  to  the 
Queen  of  France  and  that  he  was  banished  from  the 
country  on  account  of  marrying  out  of  his  station. 

His  wife's  ma'den  name  was  Anna  Maria  Deitzler, 
she  being  of  Holland  descent.  The  earliest  residence  lo- 
cation known  of  the  above  ancestors  was  at  Manheim. 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  located  10  miles  north- 
west of  Lancaster,  Pa. 

They  are  buried  in  the  Reformed  Cemetery  at  Man- 
heim. Pa.,  the  location  of  his  grave,  being  the  first  one 
back  of  the  old  church 

A  monument  is  erected  to  his  memory  and  the  fol- 
lowing inscription,  in  German,  translated  reads: 

Here   Rests  in  God 

JOHN   PETER  GUTELIUS 

An   eminent   Surgeon   and    Physician 

Born  — .  170S  Died:   September  29th,  1773. 

Plow  many  children  were  born  to  this  union  is  not 
known,  but  a  silent  grave  in  the  above  cemetery,  says 
one  John  Peter  GuteUus,  born  in  17r*5.  Another  Fred- 
erick Adam  Gutelius  was  born  in  17t;6,  who  became  the 
paternal  ancestor  of  all  the  GUTELIUSES  in  the  United 
States. 


FREDERICK    ACAM     GUTELIUS. 

Son  of  Joiiu  Petpr  ai>d  Anna  Maria  Gutelius,  was 
born  in  Lancaster  County.  Pennsylvania,  Decemlier  26th. 
1766.  and  died  at  Mift'linburg.  Pa.,  May  30th.  1S39.  age 
72  years.  .5  months  and   4  days. 

He  was  unitea  in  marriage  to  Anna  Catherine 
Eistel.  Augvist  31st.  17'.)-\  who  was  horn  April  2nd,  1773 
and  died  May  Uth,  1S3S,  age  65  years  1  month  and  9 
days.  They  moved  to  ^^:fflinburg,  Pa.,  located  about  6.5 
miles  northwest  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  about  the  year  ISOO, 
using  one  two-horse  team  for  transporting  the  house- 
hold   goods,   \\hiie   the    family   followed   on   foot. 

They  resided  at  the  northeast  corner  of  oth  and 
Green  Streets,  the  property  now  being  owned  by  his 
great   grandson.    Prederick   Giitelius. 

He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade  and  then  studied  sur- 
veying. 

In  1S13  he  v.as  elected  one  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  new  county  of  Union,  upon  its  organiza- 
tion and  in  IS  14  was  appointed  Esquire  by  Governor 
Thomas  IMcKean.  He  did  much  surveying  and  con- 
veying 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  at 
Mifflinburg  and  for  many  years  was  treasurer  and  sec- 
retary of  that  church. 

He  and  his  wile  are  buried  in  the  east  end  of  the 
old  cemetery,  about  1-50  feet  southwest  of  the  old  church.

All  the  above  children  married  and  resided  in 
Mifflinburg,  Pa.,  witli  the  exception  of  John  Peter  Gu- 
telius. Da'.'id  Gutelius  and  Annie  Catherine  Gutelius,  who 
emigrated  to  Ohio. 

There  was  no  race  suicide  with  this  generation,  as 
they  were  all  heads  of  large  families.  This  fact  no  doubt 
accounts  for  no  great  wealth  being  accumulated  by  either. 

In  personal  appearance  they  were  tall,  straight, 
rough  boned,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  who  were 
stout. 

Their  education  was  in  German,  but  they  also  ac- 
quired  the    English    language. 

This  remarkable  family  was  noted  for  patriotism  and 
piety  from  its  earliest  existence.  They  were  of  a  very 
religious  temp-^rment.  of  the  Prostestant  faith,  baptized 
in    their   youth   and    received    into    the    Reformed    Church. 

There  are  more  persons  bearing  the  name  of  Gr- 
TELIl'S  in  Mifflinburg,  Pa.,  than  any  other  name.  The 
present    generations    living      now     reside     in     almost"  all 


parts  of  the  United  States,  but  especially  the  Eastern, 
Middle  and  Western  States.  They  are  not  only  con- 
fined to  the  United  States,  but  are  to  be  found  in  foreign 
lands,    serving   our   blessed    Saviour,   Jesus    Christ.

Eldest  child  and   daughter  of   Frederick  A.  and  Anna 
Catherine    Bistel     Gutelius,     was     born     July    3uth,    1791.

In  1S39  he  moved  to  Sparta,  111.,  and 
established  the  Sparta  Democrat.  He  was  elected  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  in  1850,  State  Senate  in  lS.'i2  and 
Legislature  in  1S">8. 

He  was  captain  of  Company  "I."  22nd  Illinois  Reg- 
iment. 

He  was  appointed  Commission  of  Enrollment  for  the 
12th  Congressional  District  with  headciuarters  at  Alton, 
III.  In  1S69  was  appointed  Internal  Revenue  Collector 
of  the  above  district. 

In  18S3  he  was  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  Pen- 
sion Office  at  Washington,  D.  C,  which  position  he  re- 
signed  in   1S9S.

Bap- 
tised in  Reformed  Church  March  2nd,  1799.  Died  July 
16th,  1871,  age  72  years.  7  months  and  2.5  days.  Buried 
in  Fairview  Cemetery.  BluiTton,  Indiana.  He  was  named 
after  his  Grandfather  John  Peter  Gutelius.  He  was 
Prothonotary  of  Union  County,  Pa.,  in  1S40.  Hatter  by 
trade.  Drygoods  merchant  at  Columbus,  Ohio  and  Pick- 
rington,  Ohio,  also  a  grain  buyer  and  owner  of  a  grocery 
supply  house  at  Carroll,  Ohio.
